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After four-weeks of furious paddl- 
ing around the four-cornered Rivers 
of America in Frontierland, usually 
with little or no sunlight breaking 
over the eastern tiled roofs of Liberty 
Square, the 1976 Canoe Races and 
their Canoe Challenge of the World 
culminated last Thursday with an al- 
most bionic OPS-5 team taking their 
fourth championship in as many 
years! 

This annual contest, climaxing with 
the Canoe Challenge of the World in 
which the three divisional champs are 
pitted against one another on a hand- 
icap basis, saw three teams from the 
Men’s, Women’s and Mixed divisions 
vying for the number one spot. And 
all three teams had broken every re- 
cord in their respective divisions! The 
stage was set with a record-shattering 
4:31.0 flat, set by OPS-5 in the Men’s 
category championships, dangling 
like an apple before their eyes. 

And racing for that apple were the 
Trammies in the Women’s Division, 
the Watercraft team in the Mixed Di- 
vision, and of course, OPS-5 in the 
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Men’s category. OPS-5 was the first 
team out, pushing themselves for yet 
another record. . . but the four-week 
struggle took its toll . . . and OPS-5 
missed their divisional record by 
clocking a 4:36.0, exactly five seconds 
off their earlier efforts. The all-female 
Trammies team was next up to finish 
with a 5:30.3 actual time, far off their 
earlier record run of 5:12.7 real time. 
With their assigned handicap of 41.7 
seconds, their final run came in at 
4:48.6 seconds. The last shot at de- 
throning the undefeated OPS-5 team 
went to Watercraft in the Mixed 
category. With their final time of 
4:44 3 in their division and a handicap 
of 00:13.3 seconds, they were faced 
with a need of a final actual time of 
4:48.0-plus to win. But they could do 
no better than 4:52.3 actual time, 
which brought them down to 4:39.0 
with handicap, not good enough to 
win by a mere three seconds! 

And with that final team stroke 
under the finishing flag by the Water- 
craft team, OPS-5 remained the 
Grand Champion for the fourth year 
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that our Canoe Championships of the 
World have been held. 

The following morning, after a 
day’s rest, the three divisional champ- 
ionship teams and their runner-up 
teams again met, but this time under 
slightly different circumstances. . . a 
Victory Breakfast at the Contempor- 
ary Resort. A number of awards were 
presented to the teams, including 
Pete Crimmings as the recipient of the 
Golden Paddle Award. Runner-up 
trophies went to the River Rats, with 
team captain Butch Watson accepting 
for the Men’s Division; Watercrafts 
captain Connie Roberts for the Wo- 
men’s Division; and captain Rob 
Mitchell of the Mixed Division 
Facilities team. 

A special thanks and tip-of-the-hat 
go to Wayne Van De Walker of Oper- 
ations Division and Paul Eisenbrown 
of Resort Division or their assistance 
in timing. Also, thanks go out to Lyn 
Long and Tom Nabbe of Operations 
Division, Bob Harpur and his
